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. Will We Tight? 

The prospects of ihe 'triumphant elec- 
tion of Seymour and Blair are becoming 
every day more certain. From every 
•quarter and section of the land, frqm North, 
South, Fast and West, there are evidences 
of growing strength. Enthusiasm, such 
ns was never before witnessed, prevails in 
every village and hamlet, and the great 
people are aroused to shake off the galling 
yoke of Radical misrule. 

But suppose we are successful ami gain 
a victory, will we tamely submit to lie de- 
prived of (lie fruits of it by the swindling 
nnd fraud of a so called Congress? Will 
we allow our choice to be annulled by the 
votes of reconstructed States, in which the 
principal element of political power nrc the 
late slaves? These questions are too plain 
for argument. If there is any one senti- 
ment deeply rooted in the Democratic 
mind it is that a legitimate and fair victo- 
ry shall be enjoyed.

Vallandigham---Then and Now. 

On the 1st of May, 1806, C. L. \ allan- 
digham delivered a public address at Nit. 
Vernon, Ohio, for which Major General 
Burnside, the present Radical Governor ol 
Rhode Island, and the author of the “Burn- 
side whiskers,” seized and imprisoned 
him, and ordered a military commission 
to be assembled for his trial. The civil 
courts were then in full and ufiobstructed 
operation in Ohio. The trial was had and 
lie was sentenced to he placed in close con- 
finement in some bastile of the United 
States, to be named by the commanding 
General, and there to be kept during the 
continuance of the war. Burnside desig- 
nated Fort Warren, in Boston Harbor. — 
Mr. A. Lincoln, Esq., then President of 
the United States, modified the sentence 
by ordering Mr. Vallandigham to he taken 
to the headquarters of Gen. Rosecrans, in 
Tennessee, under a secure guard, and di- 
recting him to be put beyond the military 
lines of the Federal armies, and in ease of 
| his return, that he be arrested andimpris- 
j oned, and kept in close custody during the 
j war. This order was executed, and Mr. 

Vallandigham was sent South. Snhse- 
I quently he ran the blockade at Wilming- 



ton, North Carolina, and went to Wind- 



sor, Canada, and took up his abode, ban- 
ished and exiled by tyranny from his home 
and country. 

The other day he was nominated by the 
Democracy of the Third District as the 
candidate lor Congress. Six years ago 
the Third District was made heavy Repub- 
lican by that party, as it then stood, hut 
great changes have since taken place, nnd 
tlte Democracy are sanguine of Mr. Val- 
laudighnm’s election.

We think the fact may be accounted for 
in a large measure by the inveterate nnd 
deep-rooted hostility of Kentuckians to 
the odious doctrine of negro suffrage. In 
the race between Lincoln and McClellan 
in 1864, the majority was about thirty-six 
thousand; last year (he Radicals denied 
they favored negro suffrage, and the ma- 
jority was about forty-five thousand. Thi s 
election just closed was had upou squarely 
nnd well-defined issues. The Radical par- 
ty in the United States, in Kentucky, are 
committed to negro suffrage, and it was 
condemned by such a voice of thunder as 
lias never been heard before. The people 
have seen the workings of the negro gov- 
ernments in the South; the ballot put into 
tbo negro’s hands nnd the negro invested 
with the full rights of citizenship. They 
have witnessed the antagonism of the ra- 
ces under Radical rule and trembled at the 
horrors of a war of races. Tit- -white 
men of Kentucky do not want to contem- 
plate such scenes as are daily occurring in 
tlie South. They do not want to share 
political power with their late slaves. — 
They reo- nze and believe in the doctrine 
that this is “a white mail’s government.

Making the most of a Farm. 

In everv tfeiglsTSorhood ft striking ilifTer- 
enee in the productiveness of hums may Ire 

noted; and tliis variation, when » re ' s 
matched against acie, cannot, in most ca- 
ses, justly he attiilAlicd.to the diversity of 
the soil, but rather to the effect o! the meth- 
ods by which the fanning is conducted. It 
is the difference of character in the lai mere, 
and of the objects they aim at, which are 
illustrated hi iheii labor and its products. 
And various ns are these methods and their 
results, yet we have little doubt but oveij 
farmer flatters himself that, considering 
circumstances* he is making the most of 
his farm. We will briefly sketch some of 
the various ways by which farmers strive 
to reach the same end. 

One adopts the skinning process; liis 
cultivation is shallow, but spreads over a 
good deal of surface. In measuring land 
he never consiilers depth, but breadth only; 
so he sows as many acres as possible, but 
slights the work and grudges the expendi- 
ture of every dollar in that direction. A 
tick fann and fine improvements two not 
So desirable in his eyes as a large farm and 
fnoney at interest. lie farms at as little 
expense as possible, and mades his prop- 
erty — if lie is so fortunate with crops ol 
wheat yielding tea bushels per acre, corn 
twenty, and grass a ton — by saving and 
pinching. If ho Mies young he dies poor, 
but if ho lives to an old age, by miserly

erty. Another considers the farm a sort 
of amine from which ho may draw treas- 
ure. He works with skill and patience, 
and spends freely for necessary or profits - 
blelabor. He keeps good breeds of stock, 
for there is tho most profit in such, and 
builds barns and sheds to shelter them. — 
He sees depth to the soil, ns well as breadth 
and works accordingly. lie uuderdrains 
and subsoils, cultivates well and performs 
all labor in the best manner. His object 
is to get the most from the soil, and he 
transforms its products into other forms of 
Wealth. Such a course may answer for 
one man’s lifetime, but in the end his farm 
will resemble the “squeezed orange,” or 
the mine whence the ore has all been taken 
and the lodes run out, The majority of 
What are termed our best farmers in this 
country, are pursuing this plan. It is one 
that adds little teal wealth to tho aggre- 
gate, for it is substantially but transform- 
ing the wealth of the soil into other forms, 
and as the soil is not inexhaustible, the 
time must come when the supply from that 
source will diminish. A third, and the 
smallest of all classes of farmers, adds to 
thorough and skillful cultivation the more 
important idea of constantly replenishing 
the soil with tho plant elements which 
crops have extracted from it. The coarse 
products are consumed on the farm, and 
more food for stock, or special fertilizers 
are bro“ght to replace the fertility' carried 
away in the animals and cereals that arc 
sold. We said there are few farmers of 
this class, few that have matured and prac- 
tice a system of farming by which the 
tnavimum of products may bo produced 
from the soil, and yet maintain it as fer- 
tile and productive for a century. 

But we have not yet arrived to tho con- 
dition where American farmers will work 
for the future. The American farmer is 
not permanent enough in liis location; the 
abundance of land in proportion to the 
population, tho fertility of the soil, the 
rapid advance in prices, stimulate tho rest- 
less clement in his nature and render him 
too migratory to become a scientific agri- 
culturalist. It needs an ordinary lifetime 
to develop, with legitimate means, scien- 
tific agriculture on American farms; aud 
not until the young farmer shall como to 
look upon liis domain as his future home, 
can we hope for this attainment. — Selected.
